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Claims* 

(1) A disinfecting device for use in a razor blade, comprising: 
a body; 

a support tube formed of transparent quartz glass tube for fittingly 
supporting a razor blade disposed in the body! 

a plurality of ultraviolet disinfecting lamps disposed at the outer 
circumference of the support tube; 

a reflecting plate disposed at the inner surface of the body 
accommodating the support tube formed of transparent quartz glass, 
for diffusedly reflecting an ultraviolet ray radiated from the ultraviolet 
disinfecting lamp; and 

an opening and closing device provided at the front side of the body 
conforming to the opening end of the support tube formed of 
transparent quartz glass, the opening and closing device being formed 
by combining a fixed blade plate whose upper portion is narrowed in 
a tapered shape, a rotation blade plate whose upper portion is 
broadened in a tapered shape, the rotation blade plate having a shape 
engaged with the fixed blade plate and a recess formed at the lower 
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portion for inserting a hilt of the blade portion of the razor thereto 
and an inside blade plate protruded from the lower side of the fixed 
blade plate by means of the spring force, for closing the recess of 
the rotation blade plate. 

(2) The ultraviolet disinfecting device according to claim 1, wherein 
the rotation blade plate in the opening and closing device is 
controlled by a switch disposed on a lighting control circuit of the 
ultraviolet disinfecting lamp by turning it on and off. 

(3) The ultraviolet disinfecting device according to claim 1, wherein 
the ultraviolet disinfecting lamp is lighted up by an OK lamp switch 
disposed at the front side of the body .
